neral manager of Autocars and 
head of Leyland Ashkelon and 
Til of Haifa, one of the czars 
of the automobile industry here, 
had probably never read Dale 
Carnegie’s “How to Win Friends 
and Influence People." He di 
not have to. The man is a born 
practitioner of those arts and ex- 
cals at them. Shubinsky is the 
Big Persuader and much of his 
rise to industrial prominence is 
due to this gift. His large, fleshy, 
dead-pan face, the innocent, al- 
most cherubic features, with only 
the small, shrewd and observant 
eyes giving away a highly active, 
agile mind, have a disarming, en- 
gaging quality.

F the 140,000 Jews Uving Jn 

Holland in 1938, more than 
100,000 were killed by the Nazis; 
the Dutch themselves lost more than 
8 quarter of a million people in 
Hurope and Indoneala during World 
War Il, How can one make these 
facts of history meaningful to those 
who were not cven alive at that 
Uime? 

In this book, Plerre Janssen, ἃ 
Professor of Fine Arts, hag aassembted 
photographs of .

“y AM concerned with only one 

thing, the moral and_ social 
conditions of my generation," Joyce 
Carol Oates has said. Born in 1938, 
this brilllant American writer ‘has 
now expressed her concern in her 
National Book Award-winning 
novel, thens (London, Gollancz, 508 
pp. £2), coupling her talents as a 
story-teller to shucking material 
that spins a 30-year period from the 
later Depression years to the Detroit 
race riot of 1987. 


The world of “them” Is a world 
of violence.

INCE moving to Callfornla in 
1927, when he was 22 years old, 
Kenneth Rexroth has established 
himself as an intelligent, much loved 
poet-translator-guru. The latest pro- 
duct of his prolific pen Is this icuno- 
elastic essay tracing the develop- 
ment of American poetry, particu- 
larly from Wait Whitman to the 
present day, 

The tone 185 gossipy as Rexroth 
chats to us about people whom πὸ 
has obviously studied and appreci- 
ated. He argues new cases in favor 
of Joun Greenleaf Whitller ani 
Laura Rider: tho later, now living 
in Florida, has forbidden the in- 
clusion of her poetry In any antho- 
logy and should be republished ἐπ 
fofo. Rexroth ralses Curl Sandburg 
in Importance, on the basis of, his 
Soclallst beginnings, although after 
World War I he “never recovered 
from the police reporter's hardboiled 
aentimentaillty that mars the works 
of all thaQhicago school who worked 
for newspapers in hia time, from 
Ben Hecht tq... Samuel Putnam.” 
Ho is emblyalent towards Tzra 

’ Pound and virulent agalost the South- 
em Agrarian conservatives (Allen 
‘Tate, dohn Crowe Rensom, Robert 
Penn Warren} who, as he seen it, 
linked up with the Northern 
ex-communiat reactionaries (who 
run “Commeatary” and “Partisan 
Review) and attempt to force on 
the world “Thelr” Delmore Schwar- 
tzes and Elizabeth Bishops while 
actlvely hinderlag such talents as 
Kenneth Patchen and Allen Ginsberg 

The chapter on Black Mterature 
Is superficial and is unlikely to 
please anybody, probably not cven 
Rexroth himself. Although many of

Besides Rexoth, the In- 
terviewed are Willlam Everson 
(Brother Antoninus), Lawrence Fer- 
linghetti, Lew Welch and Michael 
McClure, with a page of Richard 
Brautlgan thrown In presumably for 
the fad value. All these names are 
connected with the vague “San Fran- 
cisco Renalssance,” which each of 
the subjects claims began with him 
but In fact is usually associated with 
Rexroth and Everson, a former 
monk who left his order a few years 
ago. All the pocts Interviewed are 
known ond all are willing to discuss 
thelr work and themselves frankly 
inder Meltzer’y sensitive guidance. 
A selection of poems is included with 
each interviewee, and there is a full 
bibliography at the end of the book. 

While Rexroth does not particu- 
larly care for Gertrude Stein as 
authoreas, feeling that her simplicity 
igs unfelgned and that she In fact 
had very little depth, almost all the 
others Interviewed by Meltzer credit 
her os 1 major iniwuence, All recog- 
nize that she was indeed a poetess 
whose feellng for words Is unparal- 
leled. This prevalent attitude has 
resulted In many recent reprintings 
of her work, Ineluding this paper- 
back reprint of a collection of lec- 
tures and writings, with an excellent 
introduction by her biographer, ἘῚ- 
zabeth Sprigge. :

“AWABATA Yasuuarl received 
the Nobel Pridé for Literature 
in 1968, and “The Sound of the 
Mountain” is generally agreed to 
be one of his most Important works. 
It Is the story of a year in the 
life of a family, but more parti- 
eularly of Ogata Shingo, who mar- 
ried his wife after the death of 
her already married younger and 
more beautiful sister whom ho lov- 
ed. Now, at the age of 62 and after 
more than 30 years of marriage. 
“go Intense (was the) yearning for 
ἃ person long dead that he wanted 
to rush into her arms.” This un- 
fulfilled passion is the emottonal pole 
round which the novel revolves. Liv- 
ing with Shingo and his wife are 
his son and daughter-In-law. The 
son has found no happiness with 
hia wife of two years and is carry- 
ing on a atormy affair with another 
woman. The rejected young wife 15 
drawn to her father-in-law to whom 
she has become a substitute for the 
dead woman of his youth. This 
quartet is jolned by Shingo's daugh- 
ter who has been abandoned by her 
husband, and her two younger 
daughters, Shingo has never 
had any affection for this ugly 
daughter and her bitterness fecds on 
the conviction that her father ar- 
ranged her joyless marriage simply 
to he rid of her, 


Readers who expect novels, parti- 
eularly those by authors of Nobel 
Prize stature, to be constructed 
along large-acate symphonic lines 
with themes and asub-themes locked 
in complex interrelations are like- 
ly to be puzzled by this apparently 
formiess piece of chamber writing. 
Some of the hallmarks of major 
fiction by major artists are conapl- 
euously absent here. There is no 
extended problng in depth of cha- 
racter, and except for Shingo, the 
characters are sketched lightly. The 
social context within which these 
middle-class Japanese move is only 
minimally indicated and even this 
little is of marginal significance. 
There is no building up to a climax 
followed by a release from its ten- 
alons, Kawabata seems to offer the 
reader hardly more than a string of 
vignettes, sometimes of ambiguous 
meaning held together loosely. It is 
all very confusing. The East may 
inscrutable, but whet are we to 
make of auch a highly praised 
novel? 


The translator of this book, Ed- 
ward G. Seidenaticker, has provided 
several clues to understanding the 
rationale’ of this work.in.an essay 
he wrote several yéars ago entitled 
"Strangely Shaped Novels: A Scat- 
tering of Examples.”

“tendency of novels not to seem 
so much like novels as like col- 
jectlons ‘of short stories, and of 
short stories to seem less lke 
short stories than like collec- 
tlons of vignettes. The transition 
from one vignette or story may 
seem haphazard, and the ending 
quite arbitrary, scarcely any end- 
ing af all.” 

Kawabata's work is full of these 
“defects” and difficult for Western 
readers to come to terms with. "The 
Sound of the Mountain” could have 
stopped almost anywhere along the 


way, and it could go on [πάρε 
A suggestion of what ig happens 
Seldenstleker suggested, beging to 
emerge when one moves from the 
problem of the novel as a whole 
to the problem of the progression 
within the novel, The unifying prin. 
elple Is derived from the manner 
In which Untied verses frenga) wera 
put together in a sequence. The 
writing of Ilnked verse had its hey- 
day in the 14th aud 15th centuries, 
Each verse was required to ’ 
out of the one that preceded it 
accurding to certuin rules. The auc. 
cess of cach verse was a matter of 
the poct’s suceess in fusing the 
elements Inid out for him into a 
new reality. Renga theory, Seiden- 
aticke? continued, alsu demanded a 
eertnin unity in the whole series of 
linked verses, with changes in tem- 
po and a sultable conclusion. But 
such unity was tenuous at best, and 
the conclusion likely to seem some 
what forced and arbitrary. 
“Whether or not such a unity is 
to ba detected, it is leas impor 
tant than the individual Hnks; 
but these, by the paradox inherent 
in the poeties of the renga, are 
not to be appreciated fully, 
apart from the chains which lay 
down their conditions.” 

A poet was sometimes given con- 
siderable freedom, even in the strict. 
est of renga chains. 

“Yet at no time, whatever the 
degree of reverance for the rules 
or the point in the chain to 
which s specific link was to be 
added, could matters be turned 
over to an unbridled stream of 
consclousness. ‘The Jatter allows 
intrusions of the fortuitous, 
whereas cach renga... verse al- 
ways had tts conditions laid 
down.” 

Knowledge of this Japanese poe 
tie canon which underlles Kawa- 
bata's prosa writing may help the 
Western reader to gain his beant 
as he makes his way through 
beautifully modulated novel, and he 
may even find himself enjoying 
reading’ it.
